. BANKRUPTCY PETITIONS. 
“The report of the Official ‘Re- 
ceiver and Registrar of Trade 
Marks and Letters Patent for the 
year 1929 states:— 
“New Business, 

"The number of petitions filed 
uring the year was smaller than 
in 1928, but the assets collected 
amounted to more than three 
times aa much, while the estim- 
ated Habilities were slightly in 
‘last year. 
The assets for distribution amony 
creditors, in bankruptcy, and in 
companies winding up, amounted 
to approximately $70,000, while 
liabilities’ were estimated — at 
$2.45.000, 


Fees, 

The fees received for Official 
Receiver’s , commission amounted 
approximately to $9,500. In nddi- 
tion, a sum. of approximately 
$66,000' was transferred from the 
Companies Liquidation Account to 
veneral revenue, under the provi- 
sions ‘of the Unclaimed Balances 
Ordinance, No. 5 of 1929. 


Bank ruptey Discharges, 


Two discharges were granted 
during the year, one conditional- 
ly, and one application 
charge was absolutely refused. 
In the last case, two facts under 
Section 24 of the Bankruptcy Or- 
dinance were established against 
the debtor, on proof of either of 
to be sen- 
tenced to summary ‘imprisonment 
for any term not exceeding one 
year. “This power was not, how- 
«ver, ‘exercised by the Court in 
this case, as it was considered 
reasonable that, as the provision 
iad become, to all: intents and 
purposes a dead letter, warning 
of tatsnrion to exercise it should 
te given. 


Coninaniea Winding-up. 

One compulaory” winding-uy 
order was made during the course 
wf the year, The case ia note- 
worthy by reason of the fact that 
an order for public examination 
of a Director of the company was 
made. It is believed that this is 
the first instance in which such 
en order has been made, at any 
rate for some very considerable

In ono 
case the application. to register 
was withdrawn, in ‘another, the 
Gpposition was abandoned, and 
the third case ja “still pending. 
There were’ no appeals to the 
Court from the Registrar's deci- 
sion.

On aaking for figures relating to 
the importation of tinplate in 
China, he was informed . that the 
approximate figure for January-

' Process of. Manufacture, . 


Tn reply to, questions as to how 
tinplate was produced, “he was 
told that this could be described in 
a few words. Bars of steel, seven 
to ten inches wide by three-cightha 
to seven elghths of an inch thick, 
and about 20 inches long,. are heat- 
ed to rednegs in furnaces, and then 
Pasaed in and out of rollers, and 
80 flattened and'lengthened. They 
are then reheated, doubled over and 
rolled, doubled over. and rolled 
again and again, until the required 
thickness has been'‘attained.

reached his helt. The four men 
who disbelieved. his prowess were 
‘standing around him awaiting 
the result of the test of hig 
strength.- Flying pieces of wood 
and flame from the skyrockets 
hit all the five men as the case 
struck the deck and exploded. 
All those injured. were rushed 
-(to Saint Paul’s Hospital for treat- 
ment. According to Dr R. W: 
Hart, attending physician, four 


of the men will have to stay in|- 


the hospital for from three day 
to one week to completely recover 
from their injuries. One of the 
men was dismissed yesterday 
aftersoon from the hospital. Dr. 
Nart declared that injuries sus- 
tained by the men were not likely

‘One cannot 
dismiss a man for one failure, 
yet this presents an opportunity 
of giving someone else o chance 
in Test cricket, I would be very 
loath to diop Hammond, - but 
would not hesitate in the case of 
Woolley who, at the present day, 
is merely a batsman, | He was 
selected, and falled to come up to 
the. high standard set in inter- 
national cricket. He deserved 
selection on his magnificent bat- 
ting in the New Zealand tour, but 
as he has- achieved very little of 
note this season, and as he is get-

Woolley’s place might 
he given to R, B.S. Wyatt or 
K. S. Duleepsinhji and confidence 
still remain in the eleven. There 
is a grent deal of controversy con- 
cerning» the. right of playing 
“Duleep,” but [am sure that the 
Australians would desire to play 
the strongest cleven regardless of 
nationality.

STIRRING SERMON BY VICAR OF 
St. ANDREW'S. 


TRINITY, SUNDAY. ; 


Taking his text “from Isatah 40, 
verse 18, the Vicar (the Rev. W. 
Walton Rogers, M.A.) preached a 
stirring sermon on the Trinity, in 
4St.: Andrew's: Churef, Kowloon on 
Sunday morning. 

He sald:— : 

To whom then will ye liken God? 
or what likeness will ye compare 
unto him? Isa, 40.18. 

This is wo mere academic ques- 
tion, dealing ‘with an abstract or 
unpractical subject. 

Light thrown on. the werkdig of 


science of psychology, has shown us 
that beliefs which we may hold more 

or leas unconsciously exercise o 
tremendous influence over our -con- 
duct and character. 

Our Hfe Is governed by the ideas 
held by. the conscious and uncon. 
scious mind, ay the ship’ iy steered 
by the Pilot. If such-ideas are true, 
wholesome and sound, their effects 
_jwill be manifest in a sound and 
sober life; if, on the other hand, 
and false, the 
result will be disastrous. 

A Holy. Of Holies.. 


There iy a Shrine, a Holy of 
Holies, inside every heart. That 
shrine cannot be kept empty, and 
whatever or whoever ls enthroned 
within is our God. 

You will see, then, how. vitally 
important it is how we think of the 
God whom we worship. _We-become 
Uke "Him, 

Peoples who ascribe to their gods, 
ag some. do, acts of lust, cruelty or 
injustice, will naturally think light: 
ly of such acts, 

The man who believes ‘that God 
is an inflexibly just but stern judge, 
working according to inexorable 
laws, will model _ life after that 
pattern. 

The man” who bellavas that God 
does not concern Himself.very much 
with the ways of men, will not 
trouble overmuch about his own 
conduct. 

The man who, is apavinsed that 
God is responsive, trustworthy and 
loving will Tnevitably seek to res- 
pond. | 

Ini the two lessons read to us this 
morning we were shown two very 
different conceptions of God, each 
one setting. before us the ingpiration 
of a noble life, 

A Grander Vision. 

Isaiah’s vision is the grander and 
fuller of the two. It shows us a 
God, Invisible as to his. person, 
seated on a throne, surrounded by 
a Court. 

. “No face; only the ‘aight 

Of a sweepy garment ° vast and 

white 

With a hem. that I could recog: 

nise.” 

The attendant’ Seraphim, with 
feat and facés veiled, chanted “each 
to each the alternate hymn,” “Holy, 
holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts; the 
whole earth Is full of His glory.” 

A vision ‘calculated to impress. 
It did impress the seer with a senso 
of awe and reverence and sinfulness. 
It ‘gave him a conception of a God 
who lived and: ruled in’ the affairs 
of men. A vision which, through 
him, impressed not only his own 
but countless: succeeding genera: 
tions.

CUSTOMS CRISIS. 


Attempt “to Destroy | 
Integrity. 


‘OUTSPOKEN EN OPINIONS. 
Tientsin, Yesterday. 
(Delayed by Censor). 

This morning the representa- 
tives of ‘Marshal Yen Hai-dhon 
seized the. local Customs House 
und took over complgte. control. 

Mr. Lenox Simpson presented 
his credentials to Lt.-Col. Hayley- 
Bell, appointing the former Com- 
missioner of Customs. 

“The offices have been isolated, 
the telephone communications cut, 
and callers turned away. The 
Customs business has been suspend- 
ed and the situation Is in a state of 
deadlock. . 
' Officlal notices issued by ordar 
‘of the Garrison Commander have 
been posted on the premises and 
In the vicinity, informing the 
public that the administration’ has 
been taken over by order of Yen 
Hei-shan, and giving the assurance, 
inter alia, that adequate revenues 
will be deposited In the usual banks 
to cover the obligation’, of foreign 
loans secured on Customs revenues. 

The Peking and Tientsin Times 
describes the events ‘as the gravest 
in the history of the Chinese Cus- 
toms, and fears that should Lt.-Col 
Hayley-Bell’s efforts fail, the Cus- 
toms administration will gradually 
disintegrate as the seizure’ will 
create a precedent which will be 
only too eagerly, followed by 
militarists elsewhere in China. 

The newspaper states that the 
most distasteful fact of all, that 
a Briton is involved in this at- 
tempt to destroy the integrity 
of the Customs, is a matter of 
serious coricern.—Reuter. |.
